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Pkcssian Politics. — Trouble! Brewing. — 
TheN.Y.CommercialAdverti3er says the high- 
handed proceeding of the King of Prussia, 
aided by a Cabinet fully as reactionary and 
stolid as his Majesty himself, are fast bringing 
about a crisis in the history of that country. 
In most constitutional states the Executive 
has found it advisable to treat the legislative 
department with great courtesy, often humor- 
ing its whims in order to be allowed greater 
privileges and patronage. The people have 
bad moro reason to dread the evil conse- 
quences of court blandishments upon the 
moral courage of their representatives than 
chidings or threats. Hot so, however, in 
Prussia. Its first Frederick did not act in a 
spirit of greater harshness toward "little 
Fritz" and poor Wilhelmina than the latest 
"William, through his Ministers, undertakes to 
do toward the deputies of the Prussian people. 
Had he lived a century and a half ago, he 
■would have cudgeled them ; now his subordi- 
nates are allowed to icold them like pick- 
pockets. A clause in the constitution gives 
Ministers the right to speak in the lower 
House whenever they express a desire to do 
30, in explanation of their policy or advocacy 
of any public measures. Of course, this im- 
plies that the speeches shall conform to parlia- 
mentary usages, whatever these may be recog- 
nized to be at Berlin. But M. Bismark, the 
premier, and General Von Loon, the Minister- 
at-War, interpret it differently, claiming, in 
brief, the right of saying what they choose, 
■when they choose, and as they choose, with- 
out regard to usages. This ground has been 
taken so boldly and persisted in so insultingly 
that legislation has come to a dead halt, to the 
not improbable outbreak of civil war and the 
serious loss already of Prussian influence in 
Cermany and Western Europe. 

On a recent occasion this Von Loon, who 
is exceedingly obnoxious to all but the mili- 
tary aristocratic caste, attempted to make him- 
self heard in Bpite of the Speaker's protest 
against bis remarks as unparliamentary. In- 
sisting upon his rights as a Minister, the 
Speaker put on his hat, which broke up the 
sitting. A tcene of wild disorder ensued. The 
Ministers w ithdrew and subsequently in a let- 
ter to the Speaker announced their determina- 
tionjitrt to favor the Assembly with their 
Jeence, so long as any restrictions should 
be imposed upon Ibcm. One article of the 
constitution confers upon that body authority 
to demand the presence of Ministers; but, say 
they, inasmuch as the President has violated 
that fundamextal law in imposing restrictions 
that he had no power to do, the correlative ob- 
ligation on our part ceases to exist. 

Though this affair might appear to be com- 
paratively trivial, the greatest issues are in- 
Tolved in it. Some time ago M. Bismark took 
occasion to badger the House, when the acting 
President (Von Sybel) let him have matters 
pretty much his own way. This Ministerial 
triumph doubtless impelled the War Secretary 
to undertake a similar aggression ; but in the 
meantime public indignation had manifested 
itself bo strongly that M. Bokum-Dolfs felt it 
his duty to resist the attempt. The conse- 
quence is that matters have come to a dead 
lock. The Liberal (Fortschritt) party de3ire a 
dissolution, in order to make a fresh appeal to 
the people; but it is understood that the King 
is opposed.to such a step. The Assembly can- 
not dissolve itself; though it may meet from 
time to time, summon Ministers to appear, and 
then adjourn for one or two weeks. As to 
Toting any appropriations, it is not to be 
thought of until a reconciliation is effected. 

These .pejty controversies are, in fact, but 
the hands on the face of the political time- 
piece in that country, the secret machinery 
■working toward such a reorganization of the 
army as f hall place it more completely under 
the control of the Court and its supporters 
among the landed aristocracy. The King, the 
nobility, and the upper ranks if the military, 
have a definite nnders'anding on this subject; 
while one great object of the middle and low- 
er classes is to render appointments open to 
all, instead of being accessible to a mere, hand- 
mi of grandees. But more obnoxioua than 
this is the policy pursued by the Government 
toward Russia, to surrendering all Polish ref- 
ugees on Prussian soil to their Muscovite op- 
pressors o.i deartcrt. Austria disarms and 
imprisons Hum or lets them go at large; 
Prussia delivers them up as criminals. 
This is not all. Russian soldiers have 
crossed the frontiers and invaded both 
countries in pursuit of fugitives; but in the 
case of Austria she was obliged to apologize 
for her conduct and promiso to amend it; 
•while the Court of Berlin has never addressed 
a word of remonstrance on the subject to St. 
Petersburg. We have already noticed that it 
has refused to speak out on behalf of the Pol- 
ish insurgents or their cause, thus t iking the 
mo6t reactionary stand in Europe. All this is 
producing violent discontents, which have al- 
ready weakened Prussian influence abroad. 
Denmark has virtually defied her to put the 
its uttered less than a year ago in execo- 
tionr~The Southern and even the Northern 
German States are one by one repudiating her 
alliance and linking their destinies with Aus- 
tria or (commercially) with France. Daring 
all this falling away the King remains unmov- 
ed. He is personally liked in Berlin for his 
simplicity of manners and close application; 
but accepts the smiles of dependents or par- 
tisans as evidences of his popularity in all 
partBof the kingdom, as assurances of his 
final success. The army is large, well disci- 
plined, and under the command of officers who 
are mostly in hearty accord with the Court. 
But the Prussian people are becoming day by 
day more bitterly estranged from the King 
and his Cabinet. Two parties in the Cham- 
ber—the left and centre — have substantially 
united in an address to the King, demanding 
anew a changt of Ministry, and warning the 
King of the fatal consequences of his present 
policy. Tne Chamber of Deputies, by a vote 
of 295 to 20, has censured the Ministers' com 
munication referred to above, and also by a 
large majority has demanded their attendance 

at the sitti ngs ofthat body. 

ggy A Fortress Monroe correspondent of 
the National Intelligencer says the most inter- 
esting feature of the late election is that the 
Union men of that vicinity picked out two 
Tcry marked men to send to the House of Del- 
egates and Senate of Virginia. One was a 
person who had defied all threats and persecu- 
tion, and refused to vote the secession ordi 
nance of his State— Mr. Wm. C. Tennis, oj 
Elizabeth City comity. He stood by the stars 
and stripes, and, though a plain and unpre- 
tending man, rtfused to yield, ne is yet firm, 
and still swears by the stars and stripes. He 
is also a most benevolent man; has done char- 
ity to hundreds who have been beggared by 
the rebellion. This man the Union men took 
up and triumphantly elected. The other was 
Mr. Robert Wood, who had been "gobbled up' 
at the dead hour of night, and sent to a Con- 
federate prison, where for near two years ho 
languished, and w hose only offence was that 
he accepted a Federal office and loved the 
stars and stripes! He scorned the oath of al 
legiance to the Confederate States, though of- 
fered deliverance on that condition, and stood 

fugwstltil his late release.

In this large assemblage which has come 
out to greet you, or to witness this solemn 
ceremony of your discharge from the public 
service, lo'h these classes are found. We 
cannot dis'.ingnisb, nor is it worth our while 

0 attempt to distinguish, the one from the 
other. By their actions hereafter they shall 
be known. Those who are wise and virtuous 
will be found urging you to return to the field, 
and persevere until the battle is won, and will 
spare no pains, going themselves, if possible, 
to recruit the ranks which death honorably 
met has decimated. Those who are otherwise 
will be found still cavilling about the causes 
of the war, about the responsibilities of its un- 
avoidable defeats, about the distribution of 
honors for the victories gloriously won; they 
will be found accumulating treasure with one 
hand and storing it away from the tax-gath- 
erer With the other, that they may enjoy it 
after the patriotism and heroism of better mi>n 
than themselves have seemed the triumph 
which will enable them to enjoy it in safety. 

To the young men whom I see around me, I 
have to say, It is for you to choose to which of 
these two classes of the community you will 
attach yourselves. If you are prepared to 
join the former, the greetings you give to these 
our brave neighbors returned from the field, 
are as honorable to you as gratifying to them. 
If, on the others hand, you think more of your 
lives, more of your fortunes, more of your 
|*T80nal expectations than you think of your 
country, your salutations are a mockery, and 
the sight of these war-worn veterans ought to 
strike you with confusion and shame. 

Mr. Seward closed these pungent remarks 
by saying that if he was within the age and 
the conditions of service, he would not have 
appeared on that "occasion unless it was to 
take up the fire-lock that one of those our 
honored neighbors has now come to lay down. 

1 love the man that will not suffer his name to 
be written upon the register of the provost 
marshal. It is bad enough to be balloted for 
as a candidate for a civil office. An honest 
and loyal man, however, must submit to that 
sometimes. On the contrary, my neighbors 
and countrymen should never have a chance 
to cast lots over me as a conscript, so long as 
they should leave me at liberty to volunteer." 

He added: 

In my childhood I followed with love and 
veneration the steps of the heroes of the Rev- 
olution-. I saw that love and that veneration 
become the universal sentiment of the Amer- 
ican people, so far that he who hail differed 
from them, or opposed them, or denied the 
homage of his respect, was deemed unworthy 
to be an American citizen. Such love and 
veneration begin to cluster upon you to day, 
and they will continue till they reach such a 
height that when the humblest of you finds 
his last resting-place, here or elsewhere, under 
the restored and complete authority of our 
glorious National Union, his son will be 
deemed to have in his father's fame an inher- 
itance richer than the treasure that can be 
transmitted to his heirs by the wealthiest 
among us. Our posterity will look out for the 
heirs of the soldier, and cover them with the 
gratitude which the father's life-time was too 
brief to exhaust.

We give below the extracts referred to 
in our editorial columns: • 

LFrom the Boston Courler.J 
We have no serious apprehension of outrage 
and violence, even as the result of this most 
stupidly illegal procedure. We can scarcely 
allow ourselves to speak of the monstrous ab- 
suidity of the propositions embodied in Judge 
Leavitt's opinion, in terms befitting its char- 
acter. It seems the man must b« insane not 
to comprehend, that the admission of judicial 
incompetence to examine into the conduct of 
the Executive is in fundamental subversion 
of all the principles of free government. There 
is no power in the British Empire above hav- 
ing its authority and its' conduct revised in 
the Courts of Westminster Hall; and the 
bumbles', subject of the realm will there find 
the same redress against the Prims Minister 
of the State, which he might demand against 
the humblest of his peers. The English Re- 
poits are filled with cases of this character, 
whic h might have read Judge Leavitt a useful 
lesson, if he had been at the pains to examine 
them. 

To put, not only the military above the 
civil power, but to place the Executive Ad- 
ministration above all responsibility, except 
that of impeachment, before a Legislature of 
his own packing, is language as revoking to 
all sense of liberty as it is subversive of all 
law. Military law, as we have sufficiently 
shown, only extends to persons in the actual 
service of (be army ana navy; and martial 
law cannot exist in any country so long as 
the civil tribunals are open for the adminis- 
tration of justice. Lord Loughborough, in 
Grant vs. Gould, 2 Henry Black, f.9, said: 
"Martial law, such as is described by Hale, 
and such also as is marked by Sir WillUm 
Blackstone, does notexist in England at all" 
* * * "which was contrary to the Consti- 
tution, and has been for a century totally ex- 
ploded." This was said in 1 7'J J. And now 
we see what our Ropublicaa judges are de- 
claring to be the law, in the middle of the 
nineteenth century, in this free republic. 

The interference of the English Courts to 
save men from military usurpation, is familiar 
to every reader of English history, and espe- 
cially to every Constitutional lawyer. The 
celebrated Theobald Wolfe Tone was taken in 
open rebellion on board a French ship-of-war, 
and had been tried in Ireland under a procla- 
mation of martial law, and condemned to 
death, and was in the hands of the Provost 
Matshal, "as the military hangman is called," 
when Curran came, in breathless haste, to the 
Coutt of King's Bench, in Ireland, for a writ 
of habeas corpus, which was at once granted. 
"But, my Lord," said Curran to the Chief Jus- 
tice, Lord Kilwarden, "while the writ is being 
prepared, my client dies;'' whereupon the 
Sheriff was ordered to repair to the place of 
execution, and command the Provost Marshal 
to produce his prisoner, which the Marshal re- 
fused to do, pleading the order of the com- 
manding officer. Whereupon the command- 
ing officer and the Provost Marshal were ar- 
rested and broaght into court, and made their 
humble submission to the dignity of English 
law and English liberty; which would never 
be done before Judge Leavitt, or any other 
pusillanimous or time-serving judge. 

Chief Justice Willes, too, in the English 
Court of Common Plea?,when one Lieutenant 
Frye had been illegally punished by court- 
martial, he belonging to the Royal Marines, 
and bad brought an action against Admiral 
Ogle, gave judgment for £1,000 ($5,000) dam- 
ages; and in the course of the trial intimates 
an opinion that every member of the court 
was liable to an action for the illegal sentence ; 
and upon this the injured party brought ac- 
tions against the members of the court, who 
were arrested as they were in attendance upon 
another court-martial, which they resented as 
an insult, and passed resolutions highly derog- 
atory to the Chief Justice. These were re- 
ported to the Admiralty and to the King, 
George II., who signified to the Admiralty, 
through the Duke of Newcastle, "His Majes- 
ty's great displeasure at the insult effered to 
the coutt-martial, by which the military disci- 
pline of the navy is so much affected." 

But Lord Chief Justice Willes was not a 
man to be overawed in the performance of his 
duty, even by the power of rjyalty, and, as 
soon as the resolutions were made known to 
him, he ordered all the members of the court 
into custody for contempt, and was proceed- 
ing to bring them to punishment, when the 
persons all S'gned a paper making a very hum- 
ble submission and apology for their miscon- 
duct, which was read in open court, and is 
still found upon the records of the Court of 
Common Pleas, where the Chief Justice was 
then presiding, "as a memorial," said the 
Chief Justice, "to present and future ages, 
that whoever set themselves up in opposition 
to the laws, and think themselves above the 
law, will, in the end, find themselves mis- 
taken." 

We feel no disposition to occupy mors space 
in the examination of this shallow production 
of Judge Leavitt. The only lawyerlike thing 
in it is the frank admission, that if the provis- 
ions of the United States Constitution are in 
force and the basis of judging of the proceed- 
ings against Mr. Vallandigbam, it will be im- 
possible to defend them. This is followed by 
a declaration of intention not needlessly to 
embarrass the operations of the government 
in putting down the rebellion, to which we 
heartily respond. Nothing can embarrass the 
government in that respect, except their own 
folly and indiscretion, and that is omnipotent 
for destruction, not only of themselves, but 
others.

Secession was the work of conspirators in 
the interest of politicians at the South. The 
discovery or invention of what are now 
called "the war powers of Congress and of 
the President" has grown ont of the rebellion, 
for the purpose of accomplishing the designs 
of conspirators at the North. It may properly 
be termed an mm nlion, because in two wars 
in which the Republic has been engaged, at 
different periods, one to assert rights violated 
and outraged by Great Britain, and one in 
reality with a design of conquest, waged un- 
der the plea of wrongs, which if true required 
no such resort to arms, nothing was heard of 
such war powers as are now said to exist in 
Congress and in the President as commander- 
in-chief. And nothing would have been 
heard of them now bad it not been that cer- 
tain politicians of an ultra school hid an 
object to accomplish, which could not lie ef- 
fected by any of the powers heretofore sup- 
posed to exi9t under the Constitution (an 
object which is in its nature as revolutionary 
as the rebellion itself, though not so atro- 
cious), and being unwilling, with here and 
there an exception, to avow their object as 
revolution, they have sought to disguise it un- 
der the pretence of constitutional authority. 

A claim is set up, through the means of 
these war powers, to change the institutions of 
the States at the pleasure of Congress, or of 
the President — a claim that the President may 
institute martial law over States within which 
no hostile foot has trod, or is likely to tread — 
over persons within those State?, whose only 
notice that they are to be subjected to the 
government of force, is the arrest which con- 
fines them in the dungeon — and a claim that 
the President may suspend the writ of habeas 
corpus, throughout the United States, so that 
that imprisonment will continue at the pleas- 
ure of somebody who orders the arrest, unless 
the President in his mercy or justice rescinds 
the order. 

If these claims are valid, every person at 
the South, whether loyal or disloyal, holds the 
title to his property at the pleasure of the 
President; and every person at the North re- 
tains his liberty, only until a presidential fiat, 
or the warrant of some judge advocate, is- 
sued, perhaps, upon a vague and unfounded sus- 
picion, deprives him of it. 

Claiming to be powers derived from and 
under the Constitution, these war power3 sub- 
vert all constitutional principle. Pretending 
to be the instruments of republicanism, they 
turn the Government into a military despot- 
ism. Assuming to be an agency of a free gov- 
ernment, their exercise at once puts an end to 
all constitutional liberty. Professing to be 
brought into action for the purpose of eman- 
cipating three millions of slaves, they consign 
to political slavery twenty millions of freemen. 
#•♦»»** 

I propose to show that there is no sound 
foundation on which to rest any such extreme 
'War Powers' as are claimed for Congress, aud 
for the President. 

There is nothing in the language of the 
Constitution wkich sustains the assumption of 
any such power. 

[From a Letter of Dr. Lord's! 

Whether we are to enjoy any longer civil 
and religious liberty, is the dark problem be- 
fore us. Who should not be ready even to 
annihilate himself, if he might see that prob- 
lem worked out to the end of liberty ? But we 
can preserve our liberties only by preserving 
their great bulwark — the Constitution — a Con- 
stitution whose distinguishing excellence it is, 
that it designs liberty only for those who have 
intelligence and virtue to use it agreeably to 
its "providential order." Should we give lib- 
erty to those for whom God has not designed 
it, and who know not how to use it, what 
must not become of us or them? We can 
make them free only at the cost of reducing 
ouwelves, presently, to slavery, and them, ul- 
timately, to extinction, or, what is worse, their 
native brutish feticism. That is an everlasting 
law. He who deliberately breaks it, prefers 
bimeclf, his party, or his school, before his 
country and his God. He becomes a shuffling 
politician at the cost of statesmanship, and 
sacrifices his Christianity to a very poor phi- 
losophy. May God save us from the error, and 
the otherwise inevitable consequences cf our 
attempted violation of the law; and from the 
natural precursor of all such catastrophes — 
the unlawful and dishonorable suppression of 
free inquiry, outspoken opinions, generous.

They 
broke the picket truce by dashing over upon 
two of our picket poets, six nights ago, and 
capturing Captain billion and seventeen of 
our men at different points, firing upon them 
without even ordering a surrender. Major 
Owens, however, gallantly repulsed them in 
their attack upon his post, killing and wound- 
ing several oT them. A company of the 45th 
Ohio, mounted infantry, captured a Lieuten- 
ant and four men, and they afterwards ac- 
knowledged that tbey bad made nothing by 
the raid, as mentioned in my last letter. But 
we were not satisfied, however, and Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Adams, with about one hundred 
more of Wolford's men, was sent forward to 
support our line and make a dash upon their 
pickets if he thought he could capture them. 
Another furious raid was made from the rear 
upon our lowest picket post before we reached 
them, wounding one and capturing two more 
of our men. We had now come up with our 
support, and the Colonel determined at once 
to make a dash at them and put them upou tho 
defensive. He charged tho river with a hun- 
dred men, below Richardson's Ford, swim- 
ming a part of the way, and surprised and cap- 
tured a Lieutenant and five men in open day, 
and put their whole camp in alarm. 

After a long scout we returned to our posi- 
tion and rested, although a large force soon 
appeared in our front and began to fire across 
at our pickets. The Colonel then planned an- 
other attack, determined not to rest Hntil he 
had taken as many as they had taken of ours. 
Before the time set for its execution, how- 
ever, he received an order from Gen. Carter 
to do the very thing he had planned, and that 
Col. Rantz, of the 2d Ohio cavalry, with de- 
tachments from his own and the 7th Ohio and 
45th Ohio, would cress above and try to cap- 
ture those at the other fords above Harts, 
leaving us two posts as our part of the work. 
Col. Adam9, at 2 o'clock, began to pass fifty 
men over in a canoe, a mile below the Mill 
Spring picket. He headed this force himself, 
and left Major Owens to be ready to charge 
across the river with some seventy more and 
the horses of these fifty, in case of a fight in 
front, or if he was successful. He divided 
his men into three squads, headed by Captains 
Carter and Drye and Lieut. Keen?. They did 
not know how large a force they would en- 
counter, and hence the necessity of daring and 
caution. Lieut. Keene knocked at a 'Vjuiet 
citizen'3" door, and he demanded who was 
there. Keene told him that be had come to 
find his pickets, but that he believed they had 
been captured, as he coald only find six of 
them, and accused the old man of having aided 
the "Yankees." He denied it, and the old 
lady called ont that they were good Southern 
Rights people, and had fed his men and done 
all they could for them, and that he ought not' 
to talk so to them. The Lieutenant then 
asked where the picket stood, when he saw 
them last, and how many had been sent to 
that post that night. He replied that there 
were twelve of them, n3 he had counted them 
that very evening, and that they were up in 
the store bouse on the hill. He offered to 
come out and show bim, but he told him to 
stay in his bouse lest the Yankees should see 
him. He had now all the information neces- 
sary, and told it to Col. Adams, who then 
ordered his men to charge upon the house at 
three points, but not to fire. As they rushed 
up three ran in and gave the alarm, and, as 
Captain Drye mounted the fence, one of them 
ran out his rifle at thedoor, not over five steps 
from him, and was about to fire. "Fire if 
vou dare, and I'll kill you!" said the Captain. 
He dropped his gun, and, seeing they hid no 
chance, they all surrendered without the fire 
of a gun. They mounted the rebel horses, 
and came down to us as we stood ready to 
charge across the river 011 our horses, and an- 
nounced their success, and we all passed quiet- 
ly over; those on foot mounted, and we 
made a dash for the rest of our work. 

We had learned that they had a large re- 
serve lorce one mile from us, and one picket 
had mnde bis escape, and hence, we dashes! 
forward at full speed for Hart's ford, thre* 
miles up the river. Here again we captured 
the picket, without firing a gun, and then re- 
crossed the river, having finished the part as- 
signed to us for that morning. We brought 
in a Lieutenant, 17 men, 24 horses, and 20 
stand of arms. The Lieutenant of the second 
post made bis escape, and, as we could hear 
nothing of our other force, we went back and 
got our breakfast, pretty well satisfied with 
our morning exercise. Col. Rantz captured 
a Lieutenant and ten men, and four of Wol- 
ford's men went higher up and captured four 
others, making thirty-three pickets taken that 
morning, and it was not a good morning for 
rebel pickets either. KIRK WOOD.

A Grsat Skckst Revkalki). — Another of 
the great geographical puzzles is solved. The 
sources of the sacred Nile, unknown, but in- 
quired after lor thousands of years, and an ob- 
ject of curiosity to the intelligent from the 
days vchen Herodotus could get no satisfactory 
account to the present, are at last revealed by 
an adventurous Kuglisbman, Captain Speke. 

In a letter to Sir Roderick Murchison, print- 
ed in English journals received this morning, 
the fortunate discover writes: 

"I said I would do it, and I have done it. 
The Victoria Nyanza is the great reservoir of 
the sacred Hah el Abiad (White Nile)." 
Sir Roderick Murchison adds: 
"This discovery of Speka and Grant, by 
■which the southernmost limit of the basin of 
the Nile is determined to be four degrees south 
of the equator, is the most remarkable geo- 
graphical feat of our age, and is, indeed, an 
achievement ot which all our countrymen may 
well be proud.". 

The lake Victoria Nyanza, which these two 
Englishmen have thus ascertained to be the 
true source or headwaters of the White Nile, 
was discovered by Capt. Speke on the 3d Aug., 
18*8. He set out with Capt. Burton, but left 
the latter at the Lake Tanganyika, and puihed 
on alone till he reached the Victoria. He re- 
ported this water to be extensive, the southern 
extremity lying abont one hundred and fifty 
miles couth ot the equator, and the northern 
reaching at least a degree north of the equator, 
in longitude 31° or 32°. 

Captain Speke returned to England con- 
vinced that this lake he had discovered was 
the true source of the White Nile. Captain 
Burton ridiculed the supposition, and it was 
received with doubt by the geopraphical pub- 
lic. Persuaded that he was right, and deter- 
mined to prove it, Speke returned to the Afri- 
can roast, organized a new expedition, and 
left Zan7ibar with it September 25th, 1860. 
About a year ago, on the 11th of April, 1802, 
they were reported in latitude 1° 3u' south, 
having discovered a river which they believed 
to be the first certain branch of the Nile 
About the end of March last, he and the small 
remnant of his party arrived at Khartum, 
having followed the stream from the lake Vic- 
toria Nianza down. Of seventy men who 
formed his retinue on leaving Zanzibar, only 
seventeen remained with bim. 

It was a happy accident for Captain Speke, 
that the first letter he opened on emerging 
from the darkness of an unknown land com- 
municated to him that he had, during his ab- 
sence, received the highest reward the Royal 
Geographical Society can bestow, for his dis- 
covery of the lake in 1858. He writes: 

"I think I may safely say that I never felt 
so rejoiced as I did when Petherick delivered 
to me your letter notifying me that the Royal 
Geographical Society had adjudicated to me 
their founder's Medal, for the discovery of the 
Lake Victoria N'yaD'/.a, the more so ns the kind 
expressions in your letter reached me just as 
my trials were over." 

In another better written March 30th from 
Khartum, be says: 

'"We left Petherick, wife, and doctor all well 
at Gondokoro. Baker, who was the first Eng- 
lishman we met witb, gave us assistance in 
boats, stores, and money." 

The "doctor" mentioned can scarcely be Dr. 
Brownell, an American, whose death was re- 
ported some mouths ago. But it was also re- 
ported that Mr. Petherick had been killed, and 
this appears now to have been an error. 

Thus, a geographical problem as interesting 
as that of the northwest passage, and longer 
than that the subject of intelligent specula- 
tions aDd research, is at lafct solved. The stub- 
born earth has given up another of iU secrets, 
and there remains now no great prize tot f-e- 
ographers and explorers to strive for. Bayard 
Taylor wrote, pome years ago, "since Colum- 
bus first looked upon San Salvador, \b\> eAith 
has but one emotion of triumph left i r „ her be- 
stowal, and that ibt reserved for him who shall 
drink from the fountains of the Wfcite Nile."

There 
will be sales at the latter place on the first 
Monday of ench month, and at Cincinnati on 
the second Monday of each month, beginning 
at Cincinnati on the 15tb inst. 

There is a report on the streets here to-day 
from seccsb quarters that Joe Johnston is at 
Ilig Black River, about attempting to cross- 
Also, that n large force has gone from Grant 
to prevent bis progress and drive him back. 

There is to be a grand Union celebration 
here on the Gth in honor of the occupation of 
the city by the Federal army. 

A special to the Commercial from Chicago 
of the 4th says that the notice sent to the mili- 
tary commandant there by Gen. Burnside 
that the President had revoked the order sup- 
pressing the Times is received with satisfac- 
tion by most of the community. This even- 
ing a crowd gathered in front of the Times 
office and gave three cheers for Honest Old 
Abe. There has been mnch excitement for 
some days, but it has now subsided. 

A great Union league meeting was held in 
the court-house square to-night. The speak- 
ers approved of the President's action. It is 
presumed the President did not understand 
that the Times case was before court, or he 
wonld not have interfered. Burnside's order 
was rt voktd by request of prominent Repub- 
licans, who telegraphed the President yester- 
day to do so. The town is full of excitement, 
but different from that of last night. 

The Times will issue in the morning, and 
probably will be more decent and loyal here- 
after. 

The United States Court, Davis and Drum- 
mond presiding, had the case before it to day, 
and would have decided against Burnside. 
This is tho opinion of those pretending to 
know. It is supposed the Court will give a 
decision, notwithstanding the revocation. 

Washington, June 4. 

Deputy Commissioner Rollins has made 
official returns of internal revenue collections 
for May, amounting to five millions. 

Two officers of the Indianola have just 
reached here from Richmond. The following 
officers were confined in Richmond when they 
left: Col. A. B. Straight, 37th Indiana; Col. O- 
A. Lawson, 3d Ohio; Major J. N. Walker, 73d 
Indiana, and Lieut. Col. A. Rogers, 8ib Illin- 
ois. Gen. Sol Meredith left for Indianato-day 
on a brief furlough — his health is imptired. 
Gen. McDowell arrived to-day from the West. 
As telegraphed a few days ago Admiral Foote 
has just been assigned to the command of the 
Atlantic blockading squadron. Thus reliev- 
ing Admiral Dupont off Charleston. 

The letter published purporting to be from 
General Hunter to Jeff Davis is regarded a3 
a forgery, for a copy of the New South, from 
which it purports to be taken, had been re- 
ceived here and contains no such letter. There 
are other evidences of its being a forgery. 

A new order has been issued providing for 
the appointment of Division Purveyors, who 
are to transport their goods to the army, in- 
dependent and at their own expense. 

There is nothing later from Grant. The 
rebel story that he had fallen back to Black 
River arose, doubtless, from a movement of 
General Blair's division upon that river to 
guard the passes and prevent the advance of 
Johnston's forces. 

The President informed a geutleman this 
morning, in reply to a question, that there was 
no truth in the story that Gen. Hunter had 
been removed. 

A commission has been made out for Col. 
Thos. Grierson as Brigadier General, for dis- 
tinguished services in his fate famous cavalry 
raid. 

The Navy Department has advices of the 
capture of ten blockade runners in the Gulf. 

Some idea of the labor performed by the 
Pension Bureau may be formed when it is 
known that during the month of May last 
there were army pension certificates issued to 
widows, mothers, and orphans, 788; and to in- 
valids, 1,086; making a total of 1,874. Appli- 
cations for certificates average over 200 daily, 
and pensions are being granted at the rate of 
about 100 per day, all for the present war. 

The statement in some of the New York pa- 
l>ers that the agency for subscriptions to the 
5.20 loan hod been relinquished by Jay Cooke 
k Co., is untrue. 

The interest of certain Southern men in 
telegraph property was confiscated to-day. 

All the employees of the Quartermaster's 
Department here.numbering several thousand, 
bave been enrolled, armed, and drilled, so as 
to be ready for any emergency. 

Washington, June 4. 
A special to the Cincinnati Gazette says the 
amount of legal tender notes now ont is three 
hundred and eighty-oae millions. There is 
near four millions of demand notes outstand- 
ing. 

Deposits were made to-day for national 
banks at Cleveland, Ohio; New Haven, Ct.; 
and Erie, Pa. 

General Hooker has issued an order open- 
ing the sale of newspapers in the army, and 
provisions for the officers' mess, and to com- 
petition. The highest bidder is to be taken, 
and to ray " ie amount bid. for hospital stores. 
The price of newspapers is fixed at five cents. 
Officers of Hunter's sVaff deny that he sent or 
intended to send Jeff Davi3 the letter pub- 
lished; it was the first draft, and was subse- 
quently much altered. 1 1 has not yet been 
sent, and wf»s stolen from headquarters. 

Commi^jsiouer Lewis has instructed assessors 
not to assess in future articles manufactured 
at ul delivered to the U. S. under contracts 



made prior to July 1st, 18C2. The officers 
having the control of exchange ! prisoners an- 
nounce thtvfollovving of our prisoners as duly 
exchanged: 

1. All officers, naval and military, deliver- 
ed at City Point up to May 13th, 1863. 2. 
All officers and men of the steamers Hatteras, 
Mercedoto, Queen of the West, Harriet Lane, 
Isaac Smith, Columbia, Indianola, and the 
schooner Vassor. 3. All officers and enlisted 
men captured and paroled at Holly Springs, 
JUiss., in December, 18C2. 4. All officers and 
onlisttd men of the 7lst Indiana, captured at 
Muldrow's Hill, Ky., in December, 1862. 5. 
All f fficers and enlisted men of the 91st Illi- 
nois, captured at Bacon Creek and Nolins, 
Ky., D«*mber 26th, Klizabethtown, Ky., Da- 
cember i*U>, and Muldrow's Hill, Ky., De- 
cember 2«fc, 1862. 6. The officers and en- 
listed men captured at Mount Sterling, Ky., 
in March, 18*3. 7. All enlisted men of the 
Cist Indiana, 73d Indiana, 3d Ohio, 80th Illi- 
nois, and of the 1st Tennessee Cavalry, form- 
ing a part of Straight's brigade captured near 
Caller's Bluff, Ga., about the 1st of May, 1863. 
8. All persons especially exchanged, and who 
have been especially notified of such exchange, 
either under or throcgh commanding officers. 

Private letters from the fleet before Vicks- 
burg, of May 25th, say that Grant was steadily 
gaining, and that both in the fleet and army 
confidence in the speedy capture of the place 
was felt. The mortars have destroyed many 
buildings and two batteries. Deserters report 
Pembtrton's troops on half rations. The sen- 
tence of Wm. S. Waller, in Burnside's depart- 
ment, convicted of being a spy, and sentenced 
to death, is approved by the President That 
of John Woodlay, committed to imprisonment 
during the war. The Assistant Surgeon tele- 
graphs from St. Louis that the wounded from 
Vicksburg are beginning to arrive at Mem- 
phis. Five hundred were already there. He 
represents everything for them abundantly 
supplied. Large quantities of ice are being 
sent down. 

The news from Vicksburg is up to the 31st, 
and is encouraging. 

Washington, June 4. 
A special despatch to tha Commercial says 
the cavalry raid commenced by Gen. Stone- 
man just prior to the late battle of Fredericks- 
burg has terminated most brilliantly, the last 
act in the drama being the march of Colonel- 
Kilpatrick, and 900 men of the 2d Now York 
Cavalry, from Gloucester Point to Gen. Hook- 
er's headquarters, right around the enemy, 
and without the loss of a single man. Col. 
Kilpatrick left Gloucester Point on Saturday 
last, and passing in a northeast direction 
through Gloucester county, crossed the Dra- 
gon River at Kalutia, and thence through 
M iddlesex county to Urbana, on the Rappa- 
hannock, crossing that river to Union Point. 
Colonel Kilpatrick proceeded through West- 
moreland and King George counties, and near 
the headquarters of General Hooker. No dif- 
ficulty was encountered in Gloucester, but at 
Dragon River the bridges were all found to 
be destroyed, and the rebel General Stuart 
having mussed a force in order to compel Kil- 
patrick to cross the Rappahannock. But 
Colonel Kilpatrick avoided him by construct- 
ing a bridge, and crossing at a point on the 
Dragon River, not at all anticipated by Gen. 
Stuart. 

The bridge was then destroyed and to foil 
the enemy the command moved forward iu 
several columns, the principal one on the right 
under Colonel II. Davis, of Illinois, took a 
southerly direction and went to Pine Lee, in 
the lower part of Middlesex county, taking 
the people entirely by surprise, for the section 
was considered so secure from Yankee inva- 
sion that parties from Richmond sent their 
negroes there for safe keeping. Col. Jonea, 
wbo commands all bushwhackers in this vi- 
cinity, was captured. A few armed bush- 
whackers were seen but they escaped into the 
woods. A rebel mail was captured but the 
letters were mostly of a private character; 
ttere was one, however, from General Stuart, 
who in the letter promised protection to the 
country from this very raid. This portion of 
tbe command reached Urbana on Sunday 
evening, having captured a large number of 
horses and mules and being followed by a mot- 
ley group of contrabands of all ages and both 
sexes. 

Among the captured by this portion of the 
command was a Confederate agent, with 
$13,000 in Georgia aud Mi630uri money. The 
left wing of the command went in a northeast 
direction, and reached the road north of Ur- 
bana on Sunday evening. Here the pickets 
of the enemy, which were to annihilate the 
whole force, were encountered. A detach- 
ment charged and drove them across the 
Dragon river, at Church Mills, and then burned 
tbe bridge and retired. On Monday morning 
the whole Federal command was at Ur- 
bana, ready to rccross the river to protect this 
part of the movement. The ferry-boat Star, 
Wm. Frazier, the Long Branch light-draught 
steamer, and boats to transport the troops 
across the river, and tbe gunboats Yankee, 
Fret-born, Anacosta, Currituck, Primrose, 
Ella, and Satellite, of tha Potomac flotilla, 
were sent up the river, and the command 
crossed safely, and in due time rejoined Gen. 
Stoneman and command. The immediate 
benefit of the raid, aside from the good effect 
upon our own men, is the capture of 200 horses 
and mules, 40 wagons laden with provisions, 
and 1,000 contrabands. Among other articles 
captured was a flag of the .12th Virginia, 
[llerald's Special.] 

Nrw York, June 4. 
A Fairfax C. H. despatch of the 4t*t state3 
that Mosby's men made a small attack on our 
relief pickets this morning, wounding one 
man. 

Col. Wray, with four squadrons of cavalry, 
started in pursuit, capturing a rebel rurgeon. 

Washington specials state that Col. Grierson 
will be promoted to a Brigadier General. 

The Urbana corrcspondeat of the Herald, in 
a letter dated the 2d, says that Kilpatrick, 
with two regiments of cavalry, reached Ur- 
bana on the 1st from his raid. At Saluda 
they captured the colors of the 12th Virginia, 
and scoured the country around that place for 
ten miles, capturing horses, mules, wagons, 
and slaves. Occasional skirmishing was had 
with rebel guerillas on their ronte, but no 
fighting of magnitude. 

A letter Irom Stuart was intercepted, stating 
he would be in Middlesex county on Sunday, 
to stop guerilla raids. 

Among the prisoners captured by Kilpat- 
rick, were Capt. Brown, 5th Virginia cavalry, 
and Col. E. P. Jones. Only one of our men 
was wounded at Urbana, where the wharf 
was burned. 

Xsw York, June 5. 
All tbe out buildings connected witb Ste- 
vens's battery machine shop were destroyed 
last night by fire, during which there were live 
explosion of powder and shells. 

A letter from near Vicksburg, of the 24th, 
to the lleruld says the situation there is un- 
changed. 

General Carr had captured and held an im- 
portant work on the left of the railroad dur- 
ing a whole day, but near dark was complete- 
ly overpowered and compelled to retire. 

The 23d Iowa planted its colors on the rebel 
rampart. Col. Stone was all day requesting 
aid, when, after keeping their colors there all 
that day, and after every man of the regiment 
who entered the fort in the morning had been 
killed or wounded except the Lieut Colonel 
and fifteen men, they were captured and taken 
into Vicksburg. The stormirag of the works 
costs us 2,500 killed and wounded. 

The place is now besieged. Our skirmishers 
arc so efficient that the enemy has no chance 
to work his guns, and our batteries pour in a 
murderous fire night and day. 

'During nights the rebels manage to place 
cotton baleo around embrasures which are de - 
stroyed dnring the day. 

Tbe rebels are now constructing a new line 
of works between the outer line now opposed 
to us and the city. 

In the recent charge the 22d Iowa lost 250 
men, Stevenson's brigade 260, Ransom's 358, 
Cair's 500, Blair's division 55€, Steele's 600, 
Osterhaus 200, and Smith 350.

"We plead for unity among the friends 
of the Union. Let us look steadily at the 
great end, and combine in the most effective 
manner all the various meaos to compass that 
end. We cannot travel by different roads 
toward the same ulterior object without in- 
commoding each other. We must move com- 
pactly as well as energetically. We must not 
be diverted by the way sido^to examine too 
curiously whether we have taken the most 
easy and least obstructed path, but, having 
onco started, let us take no backward step and 
make no pause. If we suffer ourselves to for- 
get the high destiny before us, we may fall to 
wrangling among each other, for there are 
those always who are too ready to foment dis- 
turbances, cither because ♦they are mischief- 
makers by nature, or cannot live except on 
excitement. It may be, too, — indeed in the

enemies of the government; such as these 
would like to see us quarrelling about abstrac- 
tions instead of striking at the country's foes. 
We must never forget that the rebels 
depend greatly upon this, and that the 
Richmond Despatch has distinctly asserted that 
' 'the only means of securing our own (Con- 
federate) Independence, is the sure one of in- 
creasing the difcord among our enemies, and 
rendering certain the breaking up of the Fed- 
eral Union." In view of this frank admis- 
sion, it is clear that all who hinder unity of 
action are lending encouragement to the last 
hope of the rebels. Take away all prospect 
of its consummation, and there is nothing left 
to them but submission to the laws they have 
outraged, and a return to the allegiance they 
have so wantonly deserted. Union for the 
sake of the Union insures its preservation; 
divided councils will most assuredly endan- 
ger it. Let us then forget all pride of opinion, 
all personal aspirations, and all guilty ambi- 
tions, and press steadily onward in the good 
work of our country's restoration. When 
that blessed result is accomplished, verily we 
shall have our reward in a nation's gratitude, 
and in the upswelling notes of thanksgiving 
from millions of our fellow-citizens, who are 
now deprefsed and faint of heart in the great 
struggle.

And in this relation a 
great and solemn duty rests upon the Admin- 
istration, whose policy, more thau all other 
things, has brought about whatever distrac- 
tion eiists amongst the loyal men of the coun- 
try. It is time, high time, past high time, lor 
the Administration to concede something, to 
concede much, ay, to concede everything, to 
the conservative sentiment of the people. 
Something at least must be conceded; and we 
accept the revocation of the Order suppressing 
the Chicago Times and prohibiting the circu- 
I ation of the New York World iu the Depart- 
ment of the Ohio as an assurance that some- 
thing will be conceded. Not to recognize the 
necessity of this would be madness. Let the 
Administration, in this dread emergency, but 
rise above party, and be guided alone by the 
interests of the country and of humanity as 
they are defined in the constitution of our 
land, and all will be well. Let the Adminis- 
tration do this, and the people on their part 
will rally around it as one man. The Ad- 
ministration bos in its own hands and has had 
from the beginning the whole question of 
unity or division in the loyal ranks. Would 
to hcuvtn, that, by a noble exertion of lofty 
i adependence, the Administration would now 
at lest solve this question in the interest of 
unity and of the national salvation. 

New England Champions op Law and 
Liberty. — It is a popular saying that in na- 
ture the poison and its antidote grow in close 
proximity. However this may be, it is certain 
that New England, which has the bad pre- 
eminence of originating and sustaining the 
Abolition and Higher-law crusade against alt 
that is most precious to the A merican people— 
the Union and the Constitution, Liberty, Law, 
and Religion— is furnishing the noblest and 
strongest and bravest defenders and vindica- 
tors of all the eacred rights thus impiously 
assailed. 

Never was the capacity of any people for 
self-government so severely tested as is now 
that of the American people. Assailed on the 
one side by a gigantic rebellion which aims at 
the life of the country, the abolition faction 
seizes the fearful conjuncture, contrived and 
plotted by themselves as we have often proved 
to demonstration, as the occasion and the pre- 
text for the destruction of all constitutional 
and legal government. 

Our case is not singular in this respect. All 
conspiracits against the people, in all past his- 
tory, have pleaded for their apology the fatal 
necessity of times of peril and commotion. 
Usually the plea has been successfully urged, 
and the liberties of the people have gone 
down, to rise no more but in fitful outbreaks 
of revolutionary violence. The same exigency 
is upon us now as has been upon the nations 
that have preceded us, except as to the 
mightier dimensions and the more enduring 
issues of tho conflict. What is imperatively 
demanded of us is, that, while we bring to 
bear the whole power of the country against 
the insane violence that would take away its 
life, we oppose a sleepless vigilance and an 
equal but different form of resistance to that 
domestic treason, in and out of office, which 
seeks to destroy American liberty and law 
under the pretext of putting down the ruth- 
less rebellion. 

To accomplish this mighty task, to fulfil a 
destiny so momentous and so pregnant with 
the bigheBt interests of man for all future time, 
it will not do, for a moment, to forget or to 
lose sight of the dangers on either hand. It 
will not do, as some have counselled, to let the 
rebellion alone until we have corrected all the 
outrages which have been perpetrated upon 
the law and the Constitution, for this would 
be to yield up the Republic to destruction. 

Nor will it do to neglect and pass by these 
outrages, while we are putting down the re- 
bellion ; for this would be to permit usurpation 
to be consolidated into a system to which the 
public f'.ciiny would be accustomed, and under 
Tfnich it would have learned to be quiescent; 
end the end would be, whatever other issue 
may come of this war, the meanest form of 
slavery to which any people was ever sub- 
jected — a military despotism controlled by 
whining knaves and canting hypocrites. 

The work which Providence assigns to our 



people is to vindicate their intelligence and 
their manhood by breasting with stern resolve 
the storm that assails them upon cither hind. 
And in this glorious work they have the ablest 
and the most faithful co-laborers in the New 
England States. There, where the poison of 
abolition enmity to constitutional law grows 
in rankest luxuriance, are found also the best 
and bravest champions of American freedom. 
A single number of the Boston Courier brings 
to us the contributions of three of these noble 
defenders of the right a brief extract from 
each of which we give in another column. In- 
stead of cherishing the sentiment contained in 
the thoughtless witticism "that New England 
musk be left out in the cold," let us recognize 
such m«n as these as the true representatives of 
their land and race; and let us encourage them, 
by a generous appreciation, to go on in the good 
wcrk of improving and quickening the whole 
mind of the people among whom they are 
placed. 

The Editor of the Boston Courier, who has 
so long and manfully stood up against the 
hordes of fanaticism, in an able article upon 
the late decision of J udge Lcavitt, furnishes 
several inspiring precedents from English law 
to which we invite especial attention. 

Nor should our readers fail to consider the 
introduction to the powerful legal argument 
addressed by Judge Parker of Maaaachushtts 
to the National Club of Salem. The conclu- 
sion of a profound article from President 
Lord, which closes the extracts in question, is 
also worthy of thoughtful consideration. 

t&*Vt'e published in the Journal of yester- 
day the resolutions adopted by a so-called 
Union convention held in the Sixth Congres- 
sional District. Elsewhere in the Journal of 
to-day, we publish a report of the proceedings 
of this convention, the correctness of which is 
vouched for by the names of responsible gen- 
tlemen who were present throughout the 
sitting of the body. Our readers have doubt- 
less observed that the resolutions adopted by 
the convention do not endorse the platform of 
the Union party of Kentucky. The report to 
which we refer explains this omission. 

The leading spirit of the convention, a3 we 
perceive, was Mr. M. M. Benton, whose posi- 
tion we took the liberty of exhibiting in our 
columns the other day. Mr. Benton was the 
factotum on the occasion. Mr. Benton called 
the convention to order; Mr. Benton nomina- 
ted the temporary chairman; Mr. Benton was 
appointed by that officer chairman of the 
committee on permanent organization; Mr. 
Benton was subsequently appointed chairman 
of the committee on resolutions; and, imme- 
diately after the adjournment of the conven- 
tion, Mr. Benton was nominated as a candi- 
date for the Legislature by the controlling 
delegation of the convention. In short, Mr. 
Benton was, as we have said, the leading 
spirit of the convention. 

He in fact appears to have been the sole 
spirit of the convention, the body of which, 
as we are informed and as is sufficiently appar- 
ent w ithout special information, was composed 
for the most part of men of kindred views, 
diligently culled out from the District, or from 
such parts of the District as contain men of 
that description. No doubt there were hon- 
orable exceptions amongst the delegates. But 
they were exceptions nevertheless. Trimble, 
Carroll, Bracken, and perhaps some other 
counties, appointed no delegates to the con- 
vention, though certain individuals claimed 
without appointment to represent the two 
laBt-mentioned counties in the body. In the 
county of Boone, twelve men assumed the re- 
sponsibility of appointing the delegates for the 
w hole county, a large majority of whom, how- 
ever, refused to take part in the convention. 
Ilsfentially the same thing occurred in Pendle- 
ton, with essentially the same result. Even 
in Kenton and Campbell, the theatre of Mr. 
Benton's direct operations, a number of the 
districts refused to appoint delegates. The 
Kenton delegation, the controlling delegation 
of the convention, was purely Republican, as 
is shown by its nomination of Mr. Benton for 
the Legislature immediately after the conven- 
tion adjourned. If any of the other delega- 
tions were less Republican, or were not Re- 
publican at all, the fact certainly did not as- 
sert itself in the proceedings of the conven- 
tion. The proceedings were Bentonian from 
beginning to end. The hand of the factotum 
is visible in all. The platform of the conven- 
tion is conspicuously bis handiwork. 

The convention thus was simply a Repub- 
lican convention. It was in no respect a con- 
vention of the Union party of the District. 
On the contrary, called under the auspices of 
men who had publicly repudiated the platform 
of the Union party, and, at the bidding of 
these same men, itself publicly repudiating 
that platform, the convention was nothing 
more or less than a deliberate and defiant in- 
sult to the Union party. And as such it 
should be treated by the Union men of the 
District. A convention that spurns the Union 
platform ought to be spurned by the Union 
party. The convention in question not merely 
spurned the Union platform but spurned it 
under the folds of the Union flag. It added 
to its other offences the crime of duplicity. 
It was a Republican craft sailing under Union 
colors. We do not doubt that the staunch 
and gallant Unionists of the Sixth District 
will deal with the piratical affair as it de- 
serves. 

For the nominee of the convention, as we 
need hardly say, we personally have nothing 
but the best of wishes, and of these the vory 
best is, that, on a full survey of all the circum- 
stances, he will decline the questionable honor 
which the convention thrust upon him. He 
is worthy of a better station. He indeed now 
holds a better one under the starry banner of 
his assailed and imperilled country. By the 
way, we notice that General John W. Finnell 
waS'put in nomination before this convention. 
General Finnell was not present, and we have 
reason to believe that his name was thus used 
without his authority. 
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We have just returned from a visit to 
the Army of the Cumberland at and around 
Murfreesboro. We were greatly delighted 
with its condition, physical and moral. The 
numerous encampments are the neatest, the 
handsomest, the healthiest, and the most com- 
fortable ever seen in this or in any country 
and the troops exhibit a discipline that would 
have done honor to the veterans of Napoleon 
or Wellington. The soldiers are evidently 
burning with a noble and enthusiastie desire 
to meet the enemy and put an end to the war 
by one grand and crushing blow, but they 
have learned to repress all expressions and 
feelings of discontent, satisfied that their ac- 
tion is under the control of brave and patri- 
otic men who are entitled in all things to 
their utmost confidence. 

Gen. Rosecrans and his chief officers realizo 
our highest ideas of military leaders. Such 
an army as that of the Cumberland, led by 
such officers, must and will, under any ordi- 
nary circumstances, prove invincible and re- 
sistless. We do not tremble even when we 
consider that the destinies of this mighty Re- 
public are staked, to a great extent, upon its 
success. 

Use?" Th>- Editor of the Democrat flares up 
spitefully at our remark, that, in calling for 
the organisation of "the National Democratic 
party in this State", he speak3 for the seces- 
sion party. If he does not, for what party 
does he speak? Not certainly for the Union 
Democratic party, because that although the 
trno National Democratic party is already in 
existence, and because, furthermore, he repu- 
diates its platform. Does he speak for the ab- 
olition party? He will not own that he doe3. 
He, then, must speak for the secession party, 
or speak for no party at all. Is really this 
last our neighbor's predicament? Aro indeed 
"none so poor to do him reverence"? If so, 
we magnanimously curb our raillery, and re- 
spectfully entreat him to come back to the 
fold of tho Union Democracy or National De- 
mocracy if he prefers the title, where, after a 
suitable probation with a favorable issue, the 
"word of Csesar" may once more stand 
"against the world." Neighbor, if we are 
right in our construction, come back I Come 
back at once. Dol Don't keep standing out 
there in the cold merely in the hope of spiting 
somebody.

These women gave up their hus- 
bands to fight in the defence of a country's 
honor — freely gave them up, trusting to the 
future for something on which to live; and 
now their protectors are dead and gone, and 
thry "have not where to lay their head." Is 
it not the imperative duty of everybody to 
assist in taking care of these poor, unfortu- 
nate creatures? And even if we did not owe 
it to them, who have so nobly gave up thoso 
they love to the country, should not a feeling 
of philanthropy prompt us to do something in 
their behalf? Let them be properly taken 
care of and provided with all they need to 
render them at least comfortable, if not happy.

Tdk Cost of RgrusiKa to Takb Oct Li- 
cense.— Several parties in Cincinnati refused 
recently to take out license, under the Internal 
Revenue regulations, to retail liquors, and de- 
termined to test the validity of the law in the 
high courts. The- law requires each retail 
liquor dealer to take out a license and pay 
twenty dollars annually. These parties had 
their respective cases tried and had to pay a 
judgment of eighty-two dollars, rendered 
agaiDSt them. Two physicians in Indiana dis- 
puted the right of a collector to claim ten dol- 
lars from ihem for each license, and appealed 
to the United District Courts for a decision in 
the matter, and judgment in each case was 
given against them for fifty-eight dollars, 
which they were compelled to pay. They 
were doubtless reminded of that injunction of 
the Scriptures, that ''it is hard to kick against 
the pricks." We understand that several par- 
ties in this city have allowed themselves to be 
prosecuted for a like offence, and that they 
look for a decision in their favor. They are 
referred to the above cases and advised to take 
them under special consideration and learn 
wisdom from them. 



Attack on Franklin. — Prolonged and heavy 
firing was heard in this city yesterday after- 
noon, continuing to the close of the day. Ev- 
erybody was on the qui vive, anxious to learn 
what was going on, and where the big guns 
wtre that made so much noise. It was ascer- 
tained after night that the cannonading was 
at Franklin, the rebels having made an at- 
tack upon that place. The result had not been 
ascertained when we went to press. The du- 
ration and character of the firing led to the 
belief that the garrison bad repulsed their as- 
sailants. We phall, doubtless, have particu- 
lars to-day. — Nashville Union. 

We learn by passengers coming up on the 
train last evening that prolonged and heavy 
firing was heard as the train started from 
Nashville, and it was presumed that the attack 
bad been renewed yesterday morning early. 
It is almost certain that hard fighting has been 
done at Franklin, and ere this some result has 
been arrived at, but what it is we are unable 
to state. Otir despatches, published elsewhere, 
may throw rome light on the subject.

Covington, Ky., June 3, 1863. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

There was a convention here to-day to nom- 
inate a candidate for Congress, which was 
called to order by M. M. Benton, K*q., and, on 
bis motion, Major Berry, of Harrison, was 
made temporary Chairman, and 11. E. Wilson, 
of Covington, temporary Secretary. The next 
step was the appointment of a eommittee on 
credentials, which reported, Ac. In the report 
the names of a Mr. Archer and a Mr. Collier were 
put down tor Carroll, none from Trimble, and 
several from Bracken. Mr. Bonde, who was 
among them, staled that he was not a delegate 
from Bracken, and was understood to say that 
be did not know thatany one bad been appoint- 
ed from that county. Then a committee on per- 
manent organization and rules was appointed, 
which reported, throngh its chairman, M. M. 
Benton, the usual parliamentary rules, and 
Amos Shinkle for President, Hon. S. F. Swopo 
for Vice President, aud a -Mr. Thompson, of 
Kewport, for Secretary, and H. E. Wilson, for 
Assistant. Then a committee on resolutions, 
one from every county represented, was ap- 
pointed. M. M. Benton, from Kenton; Ira 
Hoot, from Campbell ; the others not remem- 
bered. The convention took a recess for din- 
ner. In the afternoon the President called 
the convention to order, and it was agreed 
to go into the nomination of a candi- 
date for Congrtss, when some delegate 
proposed to have the resolutions before the 
nomination, which proposition the President 
declared out of order, because it^came too late. 
He announced that "the convention would 
now proceed to elect a Congressman." Gen. 
Jno. W. Finnell, Gen. Green Clay Smith, W. 
W. Trimble, W. S. Rankin, and Col. J. J. 
Landrum were put in nomination. Mr. Trim- 
ble being present declined, and Mr. Rankin 
declined by letter. Fifty-seven votes were 
necessary to a choice. Gen. Smith got 58)4 
on the first ballot— 27 from Kenton, the entire 
delegation, 14 trom Campbell, and the rest 
here and there from the different counties. He 
was then declared the nominee without dis- 
sent. He was present and accepted in a few 
well-expressed remarks, saying that he con- 
sidered that the nomination amounted to an 
election; and whilst he was speaking M. M. 
Benton, Esq , brought in and read the report 
and resolutions, and Gen. Smith continued 
that they suited him exactly, that the com- 
mittee seemed to have made an effort "to steal 
his thunder;" the resolutions were just what 
he was about to utter. There was no mention 
of the State platform made by any ono in the 
convention. The convention then adjourned 
without day. 

It had been announced that the Kenton 
delegation would proceed immediately after 
the adjournment of the convention to nomi- 
nate candidates for the Legislature; and ac- 
cordingly that delegation nominated J. C. 
Sayers and M. M. Beaton. SPECTATOR,

We whipped tbe enemy near Franklin to- 
day hanhsomely. The 2d rebel Kentucky lo3t 
several officers killed and wounded. Federal 
Colcnel Faulkner, of the 7th Kentucky, was 
severely wounded; also Colonel Wickliffe 
Cooper, of the 4th Kentucky.

MuRFREBSiioRo, June 5. 

Wm. A. Selkirk, convicted of the murder 
of Adam Weaver, of Wilson county, suffered 
the penalty of death to-day by hanging. The 
murder of which he was found guilty was a 
most diabolical affair, and was justly expiated 
by the death of the criminal. The wagon 
containing the convict and coffin was driven 
lrom the prison through the town and was fol- 
lowed by an immense concourse of citizens 
an-, soldiers. The gallows were erected in an 
open field about a half mile from town and 
was surrounded by at least ten thousand tp:c- 
tators. The daughter and son of the murder- 
ed man stood immediately in front of the scaf- 
fold. The former asked the privilege of ad- 
justing the rope. 

Reliable infoimation has been received f o n 
Franklin to-day. Theenamy was handsomely 
repulsed, our forces capturing two hundred 
prisoners. D. 

Cairo, June 5. 

The de?patch-boat Gen. Lyon, from Vicks 
burg on Monday, has arrived. 

Firing was kept up all Monday, and Sher- 
man's troops, on the right wing, could be seen 
in motion when the Lyon left. At midnight 
a conflagration was raging in the city. Some 
supposed that our shells bad set lire to the 
buildings, while others conjectured that the 
rebels were drstroying their supplies prepara- 
tory to surrendering. 

Grant's nucbers and position will be im- 
pregnable in a few days. Cannot give the 
parliculars, but ihey are* of the most cheering 
character. 

The steamers Chancellor and Atlantic, laden 
wilh troops, when near Island 62, on Wednes- 
day, weie fired into by guerillas from tbe Mis- 
sissippi shore. One Captain and two privates 
were killed and several wounded. 

Nasuvii.lk, June 5. 

Tbe news from Franklin up to 2 o'clock 
to-day is that Col. Board, commanding the 
gpirison, was attacked by 1,200 rebel cavalry 
ye terday, who drc.ve his forces back into the 
intreiichments. They rallied, however, and 
rt pulsed the enemy with heavy loss lo ihe lat- 
ter. Simultaneous an attack was made upon 
our forces at Triune, and the rebels were re- 
pulsed with a loss of 200 men, 400 horses, and 
a lot of camp anil garrison equippage. 

Gen. Granger has ordered all bousts of ill- 
feme to be vacated by the 8th iust. Great 
excitnnent exists among the fancy. 

Six hundred and seventy-nine exchanged 
Federal soldiers arrived in the city this even- 
ing, representing one thousand and fourteen 
regiments. They will be sent to their respect- 
ive commands to-morrow. 

Chicago, June 5. 

A special from the rear of Vicksburg, dated 
the31tt, says the bombardment continued. All 
tbe guns are in position, and opened fire at 
midnight and continued until daylight with 
unparalleled rapidity. It is believed great 
damage is being inflicted by the fire of the 
heavy guns. 

Twelve men were captured at daylight yes- 
tf rday morning while endeavoring to run our 
pickets and get into the city. Two hundred 
thousand percussion caps were fouud in their 
possession. One of them, a boy, came out of 
tbe city ten days ago and took the oath of 
allegiance and was allowed to go to his home, 
five miles back. He will probably be con- 
demned as n spy. 

General Johnston is reported to be toward 
Jackson, but not in force sufficient to at- 
tack us. 

New York, June 5. 

Hie Times correspondent with Col. Kil- 
patiick says tbe rebels had taken especial pains 
to capture this command, and while the rebel 
citizens bad destroyed the bridges over the 
Dragon river, Stuart, with a large force, was 
waiting at a ford some six miles further up to 
force them to cross at a narrow j.lace, but our 
pioneers built a bridge, over which our forces 
crossed without difficulty, and then destroyed 
it. The letter from Stuart captured in a rebel 
mail was directed to a guerilla Colonel who 
was superseded by Col. Davis and captured in 
his own home. 

The citizens of the country through which 
Kilpatiick went expressed themselves pleased 
with tho cosductofour men. 

The result of the raid is that a complete cir- 
cuit was made of tbe rebel army, the destruc- 
tion of millions of dollars worth of railway 
property and material, the capture of hun- 
dreds of horses and mules, forty wagon loads 
of provisions, a thousand contrabands, and 
the demoralization of the blacks throughout 
the whole country.

Washington, June 5. 
The Government has advices from Gen. 
Giant up to the 30th ult. Everything is re- 
ported to be satisfactory. Gens. McPherson 
and Sbeiman have pushed their artillery to 
within fifty yards of the rebel works. Heavy 
reinforcements were reaching Grant and he is 
now quite able to carry on his siege of Vicks- 
burg and take care at the same time of John- 
ston. It is believed that Vicksburg cannot 
hold out but a few davs longer.

Washington, June 5. 

Fernando Wood arrived here last night 
and called upon the President this morning. 
The interview lasiel one hour. It is not 
known whether Fernando is going to dictate 
the future policy of the Government or whether 
he proposes to sell out at once. 

Advices received from Gen. Grant are en- 
couiaging. 

Chicago, June 5. 

In tbe case of the Chicago Times versus the 
military authorities, the counsel to-day asked 
liavj to withdraw ihe ti 1 a*kin£ for an in- 
junction, and the case was dismissed. 

Boston, June 5. 

A detachment of cavalry, one hundred men, 
left Readville this afternoon for Washington. 
The9e recruits were chiefly from California, 
and fil'ed up the Massachusetts cavalry to the 
minimum. 

Philadelphia, June 5. 

Francis M. Drexel, s«nior of the firm of 
Drexel k Co., hankers, was injured, probably 
fatally, this afternoon in jumping from the 
Beading cars, at the corner of Seventeenth 
and Willow streets. He was caught under 
the wheels, and had both legs crushsd, aud 
one taken entirely »ff. His extreme age pn- 
cludes the hope of recovery. 

President I iacoin has accepted the invita- 
tion of the Union League of this city to par- 
ticipate in ti* grand national celebration on 
tbe Fourth July. Large delegations from 
all parts oi the Union are expected to attend. 

The S'i'teeription agent reports tho sale of 
$1,275,500 worth of 5.30s, distributed as fol- 
lows: New York, $270,000; Boston and New 
F.ng'.aad, $310,000; Philadelphia and Penn- 
svlvania $155,000; Ohio and Indiana, $325,- 
O'/O- Missouri, Virginia, and Kentucky, 
$U5 000 The subscriptions from Indiana m- 
e'urle $200,000 from Madison. Local subscrip- 
tions throughout the West are very large, f.i. 
most every village and town being re-^e- 
sented. 

New York, J'ane 5. 
Advices from Panama say that juarez has 
been defeated by President Moraine*, of Ni- 
caragua. The latter acted very nohlv, after- 
ward offering him fn>e pn d.On and the return 
of bis corfscated property jf he would settle 
down quietly at home. 



Nashville, June 2, 1863. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Dear Sirs: I am not sorry to see that you 
have too much contempt for the abolition pa- 
per in this city to reply to its frequent and 
scurrillous allusions to you, but I hope you 
will allow me room to say a few words in re- 
gard to it You rightly characterized it when 
you said that it was a pest and a curse to the 
union cause. It would not live a month upon 
any legitimate support that it receives from 
tbe regular population of Tennessee. They 
would not put a bellows to its rose if they saw 
it gasping for a breath of air. By far the 
greater part of its circulation is among those 
soldiers of the army who were educated ai 
abolitionists, and have never seen slavery ex- 
cept as they see it in the present extraordinary 
condition of things. I do not question the de- 
voted patriotism of these soldiers; but they 
are not in a position to judge of the institu- 
tions and the interests and the public senti- 
ment of the slave-holding States. Take away 
the abolitionists of the army, and the Nash- 
ville Union would perish in the atmosphere of 
Ibis State as speedily as an alligator from the 
black marshes of Louisiana would die in the 
Iresh breezes and the clear pools of the mount 
ain-top. 

I am assured that tbe new paper, the Nash- 
ville Press, though it has been published for 
only a few weeks, has already a larger daily 
circulation in this city, and a larger adver- 
tising than the old abolition concern. The 
latter has been, if it is not now, a paltry pen- 
sioner. I positively know that as late as last 
February, it was drawing from a public func- 
tionary a regular stipend. It went at stated 
times, held out its hat, and received the bounty 
— and that, too, in sums that caused no little 
grumbling. Its F.ditor is indebted to charity 
for the meat upon his bones. 

And, after all, the Nashville Union is not 
only an abolition concern, but in one sense a 
rebel concern. W. Hy Smith, its Local Edi- 
tor, was Editor of the Nashville Patriot, and, 
in the season of terror in Tennessee, he was 
one of the fircest and bitterest of all the rebel 
Editors in this State, denouncing the friends 
of the Union and even neutrals as entitled to 
no mercy. Four of the owners of the 
Union have always been notorious dis- 
unicnists, and, under Gen. Mitchell's 
order that all known and all suspected 
di&unionists in Nashville should either take 
the oath of allegiance within fifteen days or 
be sent into the rebel lines, those four indi- 
viduals had to choose their alternative. Up 
to the last it was considered doubtful by those 
acquainted with them whether they would 
choose Ihe oath or banishment. But interest 
prevailed, and they swore, and now every 
cne who knows tbem can swear that they 
are just as much rebels as they were 
before. Most of the printers in the Union 
office are rebels, and I understand that all 
are — with perhaps one exception. One-third 
of all ihe profits of the job-printing go to one 
Calender, a secessionist, who, to the last day 
of grace allowed by Gen. Mitchell, was unde- 
cided as to whether he would take the oath 
and get his victuals or go to his dear Dixie and 
S nrve. 

And Mercer himself, the smutty fellow who 
daily insults the community by the obscenity 
of bis columns, I have no doubt would be just 
as ready to publish a rebel as an abolition pa- 
per, if he thought he could make it piy. He 
has no more principle than a Thug.

THH CONVENTION" AT HOPKINSVILLE. 

Hopkinsville, Ky., June 1, 1863. 
Pursuant to appointment, the Convention 
called to nominate candidates for the Sen ite 
and House of Representatives for this district 
and county assembled at the Courthouse at 
10 o'clock this morning. On motion of B. C. 
Ritter, seconded by Judge A. D. Rogers, Wm. 
Brown was made president and Joha Feland 
secretary. 

After considerable debate between Mr. 
Ritter and Judge Rodgers, Col. B. H. Bristow, 
B. C. Ritter, and A. D. Rodgers were an- 
nounced as candidates for the nomination for 
State Senator, and E. A. Brown, Wm. BrowD, 
and Joseph J. Landes as candidates for Repre- 
sentative. At this point several resolutions, 
to the effict tnat none but truly loyal men 
should be allowed to participate in the con- 
vention, and a resolution that Todd and 
Christian should vote in the convention in 
proportion to the respective Union strength of 
each in the last regular election, when Chris- 
tian gave about 1,200 and Todd about 800 
votes for the Union ticket, were offered and 
discussed. These resolutions were all with- 
drawn, and the following resolution offered 
by Col. Buckner, aud adopted: "That the 
chairman appoint a committee of three citi- 
zens of Christian to select twelve men from 
Christian, who, in connection with the Todd 
delegation, should act as a committee and 
select the candidate for Senator, the Todd 
delegation being allowed to cast eight votes." 
The candidates for Representative, when this 
committee had been selected, agreed to sub- 
mit their claims to them also. 

Tbe committee thus appointed consisted of 
the following gentlemen, viz: John Feland, 
John G. McClelland, Mat. Williams, James 
Bradsbaw, Capt. Hester, Charles McCarrol, 
Philip Hamby, T. C. Fruit, Larki 
Willis Johiuon, J. J. Robinson, and Thomas 
L. SiAiiiP£. 

Mat. Williams and James Bradsbaw bein^ 
absent, Joab Clark and James Clark were 
substituted for them. The committee then re- 
tired, and, after a few minutes' consultation, 
agreed upon the selection of Col. B. H. Bris 
tow as tbe candidate for the Senate in this di - 
trict, and 15. A. Brown as the candidate for 
Representative. 

The committee then reported their action to 
the convention, and, on motion, the candidates 
selected were unanimously nominated by the 
convention. 

On motion of W. T. Buckner, every Union 
man in the county was appointed a delegate 
to the Congressional Convention at Calhoon, 
on the 4th inst., and on motion of John Fel- 
i nd the delegates were instructed to cast their 
voles for'Col. J. P. Buckner. 

The convention then adjourned.

Of the 2d sped fit ation of tho 1st charge, except tho 
words "entering into an agreement to paaa our lines," 
"Guilty." * 

Of the 1st charge, "Guilty." 

Of the specification, 2d charge, except the words 
"'passing himself under an assumed name, "Guilty " 
Of the 2d charge, "Guilty." 

And the Court doe* sentence him, the said B. F. 
Graves, of Puke's regiment, Morgan's rebel brigade. 
•'To he hung by the neck until he isde ,d, the tim* and 
place of execution to be designated by the officer ap- 
proving aud ordering the execution of this sentence." 

VI. In the caseof Ambrose Stanley, the Command- 
ing General hns directed tho following remarks to be 
made : 

All cases cogni table by General Conrti-Martlal, are 
defined In the Articles of War. The first charge not 
being contained in any of those articles, was not 
vitbm the jurisdiction of the Court. It was properly 
within the jurisdiction of a Military Commission. 

No sufficient allegation of time is set forth in the 
ftpeclfication of the second charge. The record shows 
that evidence of general character was admitted, and 
does not «xhibit the action of tho Court, or the objec- 
lionjthereto made by tho accused. 

On account of the defec's, the sentence of the Court 
cannot be carried into effect. Knough appears in evi- 
dence to show that, had tho charge beou more care- 
fully prepared, and the case pr seen ted be'ore a mili- 
tary Commtfcsion witji proper fidelity and efficiency by 
the Judge Advocate, a similar sonteuce might proper- 
ly have been adjudged. 

VII. In the case of B. F. Graves, fns in the pre- 
ceding case, tried by tho mnio Court.) the first charge 
was not withiu the jurisdiction of tho C- urt. The 
specification ol the Becond charge dors not contain 
a sufficient allegation of time. On account of these 
defects, the sentence of the Court cannot be carried 
into effect ; but the evidence would, had more caro 
■been bestowed upon it, and tho charges properly 
drawn and prosecuted, probably led to a similar sen- 
tence. 

The Judge Advocate who tried tho two foregoing 
cases is severely censured for negligence and want of 
care and skill in the conduct of the trial. 

VIII. The prisoners, Ambrose Stanley and B. F. 
Graves, will be sent, under proper guard, to Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, and delivered Into tho ousUHlyof the (>ro- 
Tost Marshal General of the Department of the Ohio, 
Who will retain tin in in strict confinement.

Recruiting in Ikklannd for the United 
States Ahvy.— The Liverpool Mercury pub- 
lishes another lot of anonymous correspon- 
dence in regard to Federal operations in Eng- 
land, in the matter of secret agencies for re- 
cruiting, with extensive ramifications by 
ineans of agents in all parts, and the Iree use 
of money alleged to be in operation. 

The Cork Examiner contains correspon- 
dence from various parts of Ireland, woich 
leaves scaarcely any doubt that recruiting for 
the Northern army is attempted to be carried 
on on an extensive scale. It appears that 
Mitchelstown, Cbarlesville, and Fermoj have 
been visited by several American gentleman 
of military aspect, who publicly offered to give 
passtige to any number ol young meu willing 
to accept it to New York for three pence each, 
^ith the certainty of continuous remuneration 
and work when they arrived there. The po- 
lice were present on several occasions, which 
obviously discommoded the strangers. But &3 
there was nothing illegal in the proposition 
made, no proceedings could be taken. Several 
hundred young men await the sailing of the 
early steamers, who, beyond all doubt, have 
engaged to go to America on the terms offered 
hj American ager.ta.

SmicH ck G«k. FosrgR to his Tnnors — 
flint Montht Men Re- Enlisting . — The United 
States steamer Dudley Buck arrived here this 
morning from Newbern, N. C , bringing news 
to May 29. 

On the 27th Gen. Foster visited the camps 
of the nine months' men, and made an elo- 
quent speech to each regiment. He spoke ot 
their many victories, their matchless bravery, 
their heroic endurance, their magnificent dis- 
cipline, and referred in affecting terms to the 
attachment existing between himself and 
them, which brought forth deafening cheers 
from the troops, mingled with music and the 
roar of artillery, which gave the scene the ap- 
pearance of a grand jubilee. 

General Foster told thise soldier* that he 
could not part with them; that they must not 
leave him and our sacred cause at this stage 
of the rebellion ; that he would give them all 
the advantages accompanying a re-enlistment, 
including a furlough of thirty days to each 
regiment, and so arrange it that, while one 
regiment departed another should be ready to 
return, which proposition appeared to meet 
with general favor. 

General Foster then called upon tho nine 
months' men for a new artillery regiment of 
twdve companies, of one hundred and fifty 
men each. This regimen twas organized upon 
the spot and officers appointed, some regi- 
ments offering to furnish as high as three com- 
panies for this new command which will be 
teady for service in a short lime. 

Gen. Foster is willing to furnish Gen. Hun- 
ter two black regimenig for each one of his 
white regiments that isreturned. — N. Y. Pott.
